that atmosphere ia not too hot to be 
porfcotly bcarablo. Thero are a num- 
ber of these miracles of sWenoe,1 which 
we believe, however incredible at first 
sight they may appear, because they 
can be brought to the test of experi- 
ence, and can bo at any time reproduc- 
ed under the necessary conditions. 
Houdiri, tlie'c'onjue'r, in his very inter- 
esting autobiography—a littlo book I 
would' roalFy recommend to'any of you 
who are interested in the study of tho 
workings of the mind. Houdin tolls 
you that he himaclf tried this experi- 
ment, after a good deal of persuasibn ; 
and ho says that tho sensation of im> 
mcrain'g hia hand"in this molten metal, 
was liko handling liquid velvet.

17th of Juno the Mississippi was dis- 
covered, according to tho historian, and 
it ia proposed to revive tho half forgot- 
ten memories of Marquettc and Joliot 
by celebrating the event at St, Louis 
and other places on the lino of tho his- 
toric river.

Thonoo thoy pursued 
tho explorations to the mouth of tho 
Arkansas rivor and rcturnodjt>y tho way 
of tho Illinois rivor, 'arriving at their { 
settlement at Green bay the jstof Sop-i. 
tember. And now, says the St :Louis!| 
Republican, after a lapse of two hun- 
'dfcd years, after'the wilderness they 
found had' boon' converted into fieldi' 
and garden*; after tho wigwan) villages 
havo faded'away, and tho shadows of 
the mighty bitics'fall upon the waters 
of the stream they' found flowing tb.ro', 
wilds, it is proposM'to erect some'suit- 
able memorial' which sh'a'll preserve 
th'elr fame until tho'la'tost times.
